Mrs.  Raymond  Lowery  was  our  teacher  during  our  seventh  year.  This 
year,  we  ■went  to  Raleigh  to  attend  all  the  places  of  interest.  Nell  Howard,  Lila 
Frazier  and   Wilma   Oliver   joined    us  the    last  semester  of  the  year. 

During  the  eighth  year  of  school,  Mrs.  John  Woods  taught  us.  We  were 
really  looking  forward  to  the  next  year  because  we  would  at  last  be  in  high 
school.    Alease  Sprinkle  joined  us  this  year. 

Finally,  we  reached  the  point  of  high  school,  in  which  we  were  "Freshmen." 
Our  home  room  teacher  this  year  was  Mrs.  Stover  Long.  Howard  Threatt 
received  a  hearty  welcome  when  he  joined  the  class. 

The  next  year  we  were  given  the  name  Sophomores,  which  was  a  great 
honor.  Mrs.  Arthur  Ray  Currin  was  our  home  room  teacher  this  year.  There 
were  clubs,  athletics  and  other  activities  in  which  we  could  participate.

Mr.  L.  C.  Adcock 
took  the  principal's  seat  to  advise  and  direct  us.  Our  beloved  teacher,  Mrs. 
Lou   Pitts  Watkins,  stood   by  us  through  all  our  struggles  and   sorrows. 

Now,  our  great  moment  has  come,  the  day  of  graduation,  which  we  shall 
never  forget.  We,  the  Senior  Class  of  1953,  appreciate  the  guidance  of  the 
principals,  directors,  and  the  school  board  for  the  kindness  and  helpfulness  which 
we  received  while  in  dear  old  Oak  Hill  High.
